1. (U/AIUO) Action Requested: It is requested that you
reaffirm the validity of the phone directory policy of HN
(and as amended by the Acting/DDCI in his memo dated 21 July
1977) ; such recommendation is contained in paragraph 4.

. 2. (U/ATU0) Background: In the wake of the Moore case,
a Telephone Survey Study Group, in April of 1977, found signif-
icant counterintelligence dimensions in the listing of the names
of Agency employees in telephone directories, and récommended
that such directories should be published in_a functional >andgy
organization format only. Additionally, BN * dated 20
July 1977, indicated that individual component directories
should be discouraged and should not be published unless an
exception is granted by the Executive Advisory Group. The authority
to grant an exception was changed to the DDCI by a later memoran-—
dum (Ref b.). o

3. (U/AIUO) Staff Position: I thoroughly support the overall
findings of the Study Group, that, as a matter of policy, the

Agency should avoid compiling and distributing listings of Agency
‘personnel in telephone directories.

4. (U/AIUO) Recommendation: Tt is recommende you re-—
affirm the validity of the policy enunciated in HN o dA -
as amended by the Acting/DDCI in his memo dated 21 July 1977),
which limits the publication of telephone directories to the
functional and organizational format only.

There will be no alphabetical listing of personnel by
name. This decision is based on reasons of cover and security.

2.  Black and red line telephone extensions for Agency employees
can be obtained from the Agency operator, extension 70. Secure voice
extensions can be obtained from the Secure Voice Information Operator

- on Tandem Switch, extension 3-0111. Employees are still required to .
( report any changes in telephone extensions and room numbers to their
: administrative officer who will have the information recorded with the
Agency operator. : :

3. When a new Agency telephone directory is distributed within -
the next few months, all copies of the present Combined Telephone
Directory must be turned in to the component control point. Operating
Officials will ensure that this is done.

4. Component telephone directories containing the names of-
employees are to be discouraged and may not be published unless an
exception 1s granted by the Executive Advisory Group.

5. The Office of Security will furnish guidance to components
or employees concerning any questions regarding this notice. Inquiries
should be directed to the Physical Security Division, extension 5882.
